There are, more- 
over, Imperial Residents stationed in Thrbet, 
who exercise a very real control in the coun-

NATIVE OPIUM IN CHINA. 
———— 

Some time ago when Sir Rosert Harr 
proposed to the Chinese Government the im- 
position of # duty on nitive opium equi- 
valent in amount to that now levied, under 
the provisions of the Additional Article 
to tho Chefoo Convention on the ‘foreign 
opium, the auggestion was not received 
with favour.:: Tho taxation on tho hame 
erowh drug has, bowever, ~ bean ins 
creased, in some parta at, Teaat, though ta 
what extent we are unable. to. suy.. Pro- 
bably the mattor bas, by tacit ogreement, 
bean left to the Provincial Govorawents, 
who will be allowed.to make what they can 
‘out of the drag. Meantime it is being sold 
at rates with which the foreign opium has 
no chance of competing, and when the out- 
turn of the dative product is augmented 
to ‘nm anfficiont, extent to meet the von- 
sumption the sale of the Indian and 
Persian opium will become yoatrictad to 
the -hetter class of “suickera—who have 
aequired a taste for dhe purer and, moré. 
palatable imported drag. Thia will hap- 
pen in, the natural order vf things unless 
the Chinese Government, seeing their re- 
venue from this source ‘dwindling, to an 
-smount. acarca worth consideration, may 
deom it advienbla to put,.some check on the 
growth of, the poppy in: tbe Central King- 
dom. If they intend to adopt this course 
they will do well to commence before the 
native opium interest becomes so ‘vast and 
its power so material ag to be able to offer 
serious and detatmined opposition to any new 
taxation. That. further tazation of the nn- 
tive opium would prove extremely unwel- 
come to those interested in its'production and 
anle may be gathered from the fact that a 
recent attempt by the Authorities of tho 
city of Yuan-chu, south Shanai,: to levy 
Lekin. on the Socally produced drug led 
to @ riot there, in the course of .which 
the mab broke into. the district yamba 
and: administered a twating to the ma-’ 
gistrate, The agriculturista engaged in 
the cultivation of the poppy are, for. the 
most part, a rather _ determined and 
often an unruly class of. persons, who are 
not eontent with the moderate profita of rice 
and willet cultivation, ard prefer to raise the 
poppy on account of the more lucrativenature 
of the crop; though they ‘know tbat ita cule 
ture is forbidden by law, Any attempt to 
citcumacribe the gnins.of these people will 
therefore be likely to meet with strenucus | 
opposition.and frequent riotous demonetra- 
tions. If the provincial Governments in- 
tend to malo the drug pay its share to the 
revenue, and desire to secomplish this with- 
out any seriou disturbance of the: pene, 
they will either have to doit gradually or’ 
bo ‘prapared to meot violence with militory 
force aud crugh it-in the bud.

T regret that I am not in a position to furnish 
acourate statistics of the trade in the various ar- 
ticlos of Chinese produce or konsumption. Ro- 
Tiablo sources of ipformation’ do not, simply, ox- 
ist. , 

As soon as sioumexs are allowed to run. ta 
Woo-vhow-foo, and ss soon as goods delivered 
within its walls find protection against the ar. 
Ditrary exactions of oficial undorlings, the city 
will become a depSt and a large market for many 
articles which at, proxont cannot be profitabl 
dealt in, thera, und are as arule sent by ‘mall 
native bouts direct from the place of prodnoe to 
the port of shipmont, Many important staples, 
such asgroundnatoil and groundaoutcake, whichat 
prosent can only be shipped by jank to smotl 
distancas, would find a central market in Woo- 
chow-foo, and: would besegt thenca by steamers 
to Canton and Hongkopg. Tho greater part of 
the enormous indigo crop, too, which now ia sent 
by extromely exponsive means over the moun- 
tuing, to find its way vii Pak-hoi to Mucao und 
Hopgkone, would not need to leave ilsown river 
bot would ba shippud to Canton via ‘Tang-bsien 
aud Woo-chow-foo. The whole trado, in short, 
woultincreass, tho growingexport business would 
enrich the country, and thns improve the buying 
power of tha people; it would not matter whether 
the growth in the import brsiness were in Euro- 
pean or Chinese products. aa 

‘Tn yy itinerary I have taken more than ono 
opportunity of naming the chief articles of the 
trado of Kwang-si, but I should still like to draw 
attontion to two in particular, viz. rice and salt, 

Rice ia tho most important artiole of trado in 
Kwang-si, na well-as in nearly every other pro- 
vines of China.-- The various rica growing dis- 
triots help ooh other inland where the crop of 
lsome may be abundant and those of others de- 
fictent, also one province will export to or import 
from another province, Kwang-si ia famous for 
the good quality of its rice, and Tung-chuen, a 
place situated on the West River between Woo- 
vhow-foo and Nan-ning-foo, is the most import- 
ant market for the commodity; from this place 
the neighbouring districts sapply their wants. 
Often, however, droughts orvar, and still oftenor 
extoneive inundations, causing foarfal want of 
thig indispensable grain, and forciag Kwang-si 
to import instead of exporting. I need onty 
mottion the yeur 1885, in which inundations 
caused such frightful devastation in Kwaug:ai. 
Onving to tha strong carrent of the swollen river 
i6 was nearly impossible to: convey rice up-river 
in anything like snfficient quantities to supply 
the districts laid waste by the inundations, only 
the clumsy native cargo-beat being available 
Whole villages were on the verge of starving to 
death, although etore-houses were opened and the 
Chineso officials, working hond in-hand with the 
Bonovolent Sociaty “ Oi Yuk-Tong,” and oven 
with foreign missionaries, did_ their utmost to 
| prevent such acatastrophe, Maoh misery would 
have been avoided ifthe rice imported nt Can- 
ton from Saigon and tho Yangtsze ports had ~ 
been allowed the quick transport of steamers as 
far aa Woo-chow-foo, and tho vessels transport... 
ing the grain woold moat likely huve made:good 
profits in freight. 

Thore may be a tina to coma when something 
similar can be. said of walt. This important 
Lcommodity is not produced in Kwang-si, it has 
to’ be imported from the. scacoast, and comes 
principally from Hainan, [inmense quantities of 
galt are sont every yaar from Canton to Kwang 
si, Daring my journey I overtack at one time 
fonrteen heavily taden Junks, which were freight: 
ed altogother with about $0,000 pious of -salt, 
and were being tracked uy-river by about’ 350 
gasping and panting coolies on the long road to 
‘Woo-chow-foo. Ag is known, the sole of salt is 
a Government monopoly ; ‘this hay buen specially 
alluded to in tho troaties, aud the overnment 
is not likely to'part with the privilege. It is not 
impossible, however, that some day Europoan 
vessols will be perntitted to take » shire in the 
transport -of this artiols. “If this should be the 
age, another most importautarticle will be edded 
te the Hist of goods carried by stesmors. The 
quantity of salt that every yoar 15 shipped in na- 
tive’ boats to Kwang-si is estimated at .many 
hundréd thousand piculs, Every one knows that 
Chinese atatements regarding such matters are 
very unveliable and full of coatradiotions, and 
this is especially the case when largo amounts 
form thy subject.. I believe, howover, that I do 
-not exaggerate in ostimating the quantity of salt 
annually esbipped to Woo-chow-foo only. at 
600,000 pionts. This figure is arrived at by tak- 
ing. the avoraye of the various statomonts Ihave 
heard, ‘This may, by the by, facilitate the mak- 
ing ofan estimate regarding the population of 
tho trading circle of Woo-chow-foo. I‘ prefar, 
however, to leave it to competent statists to form 
conelnsions on the subject. =~ >

The question is—is it absolutely necessary P 
In other words, is it dangerous to the health of 
‘the community if that .Chinaman does ' not 
got three hundred onbio feat of clear intornal 
spacoP Now,I haven fow authorities hero on 
this subject, and I trast to be able to convinos 
your Hxcallaney and this Council thatit ia not 
dangerous to have tess than this minimam and 
that it is uot absolutely necessary to havo a0 
much. Ovpr-crowding, it must bo borne in 
mind, is not to bo regarded from the stand 
point of convenience or merely from a social 
point of view, bunt it is to be regarded in 
the light of being injurious té health. The 
term “overorowding ” I undorstand has nevor 
boon detormined bythe Legislature. I find tit 
tho Poor Law Board st ‘home allows 's space of 
threo huudred enbio fact for every adult person 
in dormitories, and for the London metropolitan 
lodging-houses there is ad’ allowance of thirty 
superficial feet and’ two-hundred-and-forty ou- 
bic foot. The London School Bonrd have 
fixed tho minimpm for the great achool- 
rooms at ona-hundred-and-reventvon oabio 
feet for each individual. Dr. Parkes, in his 
work “Practical Hygiene,” says thatin the crowd- 
ed rooms of the artisan class, the average into- 
rior space would moro ofton be two hundred oubio 
foot por head than 300; and when you. compire 
tho artigaaat home, who lives on beef ang alcohol, 
with the Hongkong Chinaman, who hus nota 
spare ounce of flesh on him, who spends a groat 
deal of his'time in the open air and lives on rico 
and fish, I do not think thoro js any momber of 
this Council who would say that, the Chinaman 
requires the same amount of breathing space a3 
the artisan at home. And yet we find while the 
artisan at home gets, say, from 209 to 250 cubio 
feat we are going to make it compulsory on tho 
Chinese here not to have Jess than throe huudred. 
Anothor point to which I wish to draw your nt- 
tention—and it is used as'a strong argument 
against ovarorowding—is this, that one of the 
worst effects of overcrowding in cities ia frequent 
outbrouk and: rapid-spread—of—typhns—fovor:
